New Contracts and Number of 


Changes in Operation to 


be Made

Chicago — Plans for enlarging the 


Milk Producers' cooperative marketing 
company of Chicago, including a new 
contract and a number of changes in 
the company's operation, were present 
ed Friday at a meeting of milk pro- 
ducers of 27 counties in Illinois, In- 
diana and Wisconsin, surrounding Chi 
cago 


The new contract which will become 


effsctive September 1 if six thousand 
milk producers sign, will pool receipts 
fiom milk and other dairy pioducts in 
four separate funds fluid milk con 
densed milk, cheese and butter 
The 


net average price received in any giv 
en month for the products of each di 
vision will constitute the basic pooled 
price of that division 
The first pay- 


ment to be made between the 21st and 
the 30th of the following month, will 
be the basic pooled price in the lowest 
price, division 


Other payments will be made later, 


each producer to receive two-thuds of 
the amount bv which the basic pooled 
price in his division exceeds ths low 
cst divisions pooled price 
The other 


third goes to a geneial fund to be dis 
tnbuted proiata to all producers 


The plan was worked out b\ a com 


mittee of nine appointed by the Ameu- 
can Faim Bureau federation

Relinquishes 
Its 
Incorporate 


Charter on Order of At- 


torney General

Madison, Wis.—The Wisconsin auto 


motive statistical bureau, an organiz 
atlon dealing in automobiles Friday ie- 
linquished its incorporate charter by 
filing dissolution papers with Elmer 
S Hall, secretary of state. This ac 
tion is understood to have resulted 
from the recent opinion of Attoiney 
General William J Morgan, holding 
that the association of dealers in au- 
tomobiles for the exchange of trade 
Information was 
illegal 
under 
the 


Wisconsin anti-trust law. 


Conference was held several days 


ago between officers of the corpora- 
tion and the attorney general. They 
were advised that court action would 
be instituted unless the organization 
were dissolved. 


According to articles of Incorpora- 


tion the statistical bureau was organ- 
zed to "efficiently collect from among 
Lhe members of the automobile trade, 
reliable information pertaining to the 
automobile indutsry and the exchange 
and dissemination of the same to pro- 
mote the industry."

Attempt «t prlc* flxin* and illegal. 


Group Confers on Bill to Reor- 


ganize Farm Credit Ma- 


chinery of Nation 


By DAVID LAWRENCE.

Washington.—'The farm bloc in the 


United States senate, after a period of 
comparative quiet has come back to 
life. The first meeting of the group 
since the resignation of Senator Ken 
yon has just been held under 
the 


chairmanship of Senator Capper 
of 


Kansas 
Insisting that their purposes 


were nonpartisan and solely to bene 
fit the agricultural interests of the 
countrj. 
twelve 
Republicans 
and 


eleven Democrats attended the meet- 
ing and endeavored to reach an agree- 
ment on a bill which would reorganize 
the farm credit machinery 
of the 


nation. 


The group decided upon the appoint 


ment of a committee of seven to ex 
amme a half dozen bills now pending 
in congress with a view to working out 
a satisfactory compromise Practicallv 
every farm interest was represented 
at the meeting. There were represen- 
tatives of the National Grange, the 
Farmers' bureau, the Farmers' Na 
tional council, conservatives and radi- 
cals alike 
Eugene Meyer, Jr , man 


aging director of the war finance cor 
poration. took part in the discussion. 


MOVE IS SIGNIFICANT 


The move is fraught with great sig- 


nificance. Senator Capper told 
this 


correspondent Friday, that a commit 
tee of the American Bankers' asso- 
ciation favored the plan of a new 
credit sv stem for the farmer and stock 
man and that President Harding was 
favorably disposed to the idea. 


Briefly the aim of all the bills is to 


enable the farmer to market his crops 
without depending upon the middla- 
man and without permitting the spec 
ulators and other intervening interests 
to take advantage of the farmers im 
mediate need for credit to pay his 
ninety day obligations. The desire of 
the farm bloc is to establish 
in 


America a credit system with 
six 


months or more as the length of their 
credit xibligations 


The tendency is to use the existing 


farm land bank system and extend its 
powers. At present these twelve reg- 
ional banks make loans on land onlv 
but the proposed legislation would 
enable them to issue loans on the basis 
of commodities such as grain, cotton, 
and live stock and other products of 
the ranch and fairn 
The government 


would start the ball rolling: with an 
advance of a hundred million dollar"!, 
though som» estimates run as high as 
five hundred millions and then the 
government would float farm bonds 
as a basis of credit and thus obtain 
from small investors throughout the 
country the 
money wheievvith 
to 


finance the crops of the nation 
The 


fairn loan bonds now on sale are re- 
turning a good rate of interest and 
are selling remarkably well so the 
agi iculturalistg believe the bonds to 
be floated later would be gobbled up 
as a splendid investment 


MUST SELL QUICKLY. 


Under the pi esent system the far 


mer borrows on a ninety day basis 
from the banks and must dispose of 
his ciops quickly to get money to pav 
his notes 
He dumps his wares on 


the market and thus depreciates the 
price. Meanwhile the speculators and 
elevator owners who take the farmers 
products hold the same for higher 
prices and this speculation makes the 
price to the consumer higher 
The 


farmer wants that margin for him- 
self and believes he shoulrf be given 
ciedit on a paritv with the specu 
later or elevator owner who gets it 
fiom the city banks 


As Senator Capper expressed it Fri- 


day, the present banking system was 
devised to furnish credit for the man 
ufacturer and merchant who has a 
quick turnover 
For 
that 
purpose 


ninety days' credits are sufficient, but 
for the farmer and cattle raiser a 
longer period is necessan for he does 
not turn over his crops so quickly or 
at least would prefer to move his 
products more in harmony with the 
supply of credit.

Decree Presented to Parliament 


Proposes to Make Possible 
Collaboration of Soviets With 
Capitalists of World. 


Moscow.— Legalized recognition of 


private property rights 
in money, 


industrial and agncultural products 
and other personal property, and to a 
certain extent in real eo'ate. is pro 
posed in decrees which thesoviet gov 
eminent prepared for presentation be 
fore the all Russian convention at its 
opening session Friday. 


The committee, which is in effect 


the Russian parliament, is thus askea 
to make laws enabling foreign capital 
to work hand in hand with soviet 
Russia andalso to pass another de 
cree giving peasants piolcnged tenure 
oi land which they now hold, as well 
as the right to lease land under cer 
tain circumstances. 


The decree recognizing private pro- 


peity, as drafted by the commissariat 
of justice, provides that foreigners 
outside of Russia shall be given the 
rights of protection of their property 
only on condition that Russians are 
granted the same rights aboard, but 
foreigners within Russia legally ar- 
ranging for the right to do business, 
would be granted the right to do the 
same rights as Russian citizens. The 
right to own buildings is limited by 
the decree to small structtiresT^The 
decree also would legalize the regular 
arrangement of commercial 
agree 


ments, pioviding for the usual annul- 
ment of such arrangements in case 
of fraud or othei misrepresentations. 


The decree purposes to make pos 


&ible the collaboration of Soviet Russia 
with the capitalists of Europe and 
America" sav fa the Economic Life. 
It is not a mere demonstration for the 
present Genoa conference. It is a 
measure for continued upbuilding, ma- 
king it possible to strengthen ourselves 
economically, to consolidate our work 
and to give gruarantees to our friends 
in the enemies camp, giving them in- 
terest in mutual work with us."

olution of Senatoi LaFollette, republi 
can. Wiscons'n, calling on the depart- 
ment of ustijce and fedeial trade com 
mission to take steps designed to pre- 
vent the combination 


Adoption of the lesolution followed 


an extended address by Senator LaFol- 
lette attacking the proposed combina 
tion which he said would give it and 
ths U. S. Steel corporation virtually 
complete donrmon over the steel in- 
dustry 
Unanimous consent was giv- 


en for immediate consideration of the 
resolution and there was little other 
discussion 
The resolution directs: 


That the attorney general of the 


United States and the federal 
trade 


commission be requested to infoimthe 
senate as soon as possible what steps 
they have taken or propose to take 
to ascertain the purposes and probable 
effects of the proposed merger, what 
have be^n the lesults of an investiga- 
tion which thev may have conducted 
and what actions they have instituted 
to protect the public interest 
"That the attorney general be fur- 


ther requested to inform the senate 
whether

opinion, to proceed under the appro- 
priate provision of the Sherman law 
and the Clayton Law to prevent and 
restrain this impending combination."
